10. (currently amended) A method for operating a video processing apparatus, 
comprising steps of: 

receiving an electronic mail message remotely from a user, said electronic mail 
message comprising an operating command and program identification information 
including at least one of a first type of program identification information and a second 
type of program identification information; 

processing said electronic mail message to determine whether said electronic 
mail message includes said first type of program identification information; 

scheduling an event according to said operating command for a program 
identified by said program identification information without searching program guide 
information for said program r el at e d to a program i d e nt i f ie d by sa i d program 
i d e nt i f i cat i on i nformat i on if said electronic mail message includes said first type of 
program identification information; 

processing said electronic mail message to determine whether said electronic 
mail message includes said second type of program identification information if said 
electronic mail message does not include said first type of program identification 
information; 

searching said program guide information for said program using said program 
identification information if said electronic mail message includes said second type of 
program identification information; and 

scheduling said event if said program is found during said searching step. 

1 1 . (previously presented) The method of claim 10, wherein: 

said first type of program identification information includes channel and time 
information for said program; and 
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said second type of program identification information includes a name of said 
program. 

12. (currently amended) The method of claim 10, furthor comprising a stop of 
proooss i ng sa i d e l e ctron i c mai l mossago to dot e rm i no wh e th e r wherein said operating 
command represents one of a request to record said program and a request to watch 
said program. 

13. (previously presented) The method of claim 12, wherein: 

said video processing apparatus is scheduled to record said program if said 
operating command represents said request to record said program; and 

said video processing apparatus is scheduled to power on if said operating 
command represents said request to watch said program. 

14. (previously presented) The method of claim 10, further comprising a step 
of sending a second electronic mail message from said video processing apparatus to 
said user if said program is not found during said searching step, said second electronic 
mail message indicating that said electronic mail message included insufficient program 
identification information. 

15. (previously presented) The method of claim 10, wherein said electronic 
mail message further comprises a password and further comprising a step of sending a 
second electronic mail message from said video processing apparatus to said user if 
said password is incorrect. 

16. (previously presented) The method of claim 10, further comprising of a 
step of sending a second electronic mail message from said video processing 
apparatus to said user if said event is scheduled. 

17. (currently amended) An apparatus, comprising: 
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first means for receiving an electronic mail message remotely from a user, said 
electronic mail message comprising an operating command and program identification 
information including at least one of a first type of program identification information and 
a second type of program identification information; 

second means for processing said electronic mail message to determine whether 
said electronic mail message includes said first type of program identification 
information, and for scheduling an event according to said operating command for a 
program identified by said program identification information without searching program 
guide information for said program rolatod to a program i dont i f i od by sa i d prog mm 
idontification i nformat i on if said electronic mail message includes said first type of 
program identification information; 

said second means processing said electronic mail message to determine 
whether said electronic mail message includes said second type of program 
identification information if said electronic mail message does not include said first type 
of program identification information; and 

said second means searching said program guide information for said program 
using said program identification information if said electronic mail message includes 
said second type of program identification information, and scheduling said event if said 
program is found during said searching. 

18. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 17, wherein: 

said first type of program identification information includes channel and time 
information for said program; and 

said second type of program identification information includes a name of said 
program. 

19. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 17, wherein sa i d second 
means furthor proc e ss e s sa i d e l e ctronic mai l m e ssage to dotorm i ne whothor said 
operating command represents one of a request to record said program and a request 
to watch said program. 
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20. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 19, wherein: 

said apparatus is scheduled to record said program if said operating command 
represents said request to record said program; and 

said apparatus is scheduled to power on if said operating command represents 
said request to watch said program. 

21. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 17, wherein a second 
electronic mail message is sent from said apparatus to said user if said program is not 
found during said searching, said second electronic mail message indicating that said 
electronic mail message included insufficient program identification information. 

22. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 17, wherein said electronic 
mail message further comprises a password and a second electronic mail message is 
sent from said apparatus to said user if said password is incorrect. 

23. (previously presented) The apparatus of claim 17, wherein a second 
electronic mail message is sent from said apparatus to said user if said event is 
scheduled. 

24. (currently amended) A video processing apparatus, comprising: 

an interface operative to receive an electronic mail message remotely from a 
user, said electronic mail message comprising an operating command and program 
identification information including at least one of a first type of program identification 
information and a second type of program identification information; 

a processor operative to process said electronic mail message to determine 
whether said electronic mail message includes said first type of program identification 
information, and to schedule an event according to said operating command for a 
program identified by said program identification information without searching program 
guide information for said program rolatod to a program i d e ntif i od by sa i d program 
i d e nt i f i cation i nformat i on if said electronic mail message includes said first type of 
program identification information; 
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said processor processing said electronic mail message to determine whether 
said electronic mail message includes said second type of program identification 
information if said electronic mail message does not include said first type of program 
identification information; and 

said processor searching said program guide information for said program using 
said program identification information if said electronic mail message includes said 
second type of program identification information, and scheduling said event if said 
program is found during said searching. 

25. (previously presented) The video processing apparatus of claim 24, 
wherein: 

said first type of program identification information includes channel and time 
information for said program; and 

said second type of program identification information includes a name of said 
program. 

26. (currently amended) The video processing apparatus of claim 24, wherein 
sa i d processor further process e s sa i d e l e ctron i c mail mossage to d e t e rm i ne wheth e r 
said operating command represents one of a request to record said program and a 
request to watch said program. 

27. (previously presented) The video processing apparatus of claim 26, 
wherein: 

said video processing apparatus is scheduled to record said program if said 
operating command represents said request to record said program; and 

said video processing apparatus is scheduled to power on if said operating 
command represents said request to watch said program. 

28. (previously presented) The video processing apparatus of claim 24, 
wherein a second electronic mail message is sent from said video processing 
apparatus to said user if said program is not found during said searching, said second 
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electronic mail message indicating that said electronic mail message included 
insufficient program identification information. 

29. (previously presented) The video processing apparatus of claim 24, 
wherein said electronic mail message further comprises a password and a second 
electronic mail message is sent from said video processing apparatus to said user if 
said password is incorrect. 
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
